Mid-Week in 


the Industry 


Production Holds Steady with 63,518 Units Seen for Current Week; 
GM-UAW Parleys to Resume; Convicted Oil Firms Mapping an Appeal; 
Dec. Car Sales Estimated at 185,000 and Trucks at 30,000 Units 


Car and truck production in the United 
States and Canada will hold steady the 
Holds Steady current week at 63,518 units, according 
at 63,518 Units to ADN estimates, compared with a 

revised total of 64,041 units in the 
previous week and a total of 73,163 in the corresponding 
week of 1937. Including the current week’s production, 
January’s total is boosted to 238,068 units, with indiea- 
tions that operations on the final day of the month next 
Monday will boost the month’s figure to well over the 
240,000 mark, which would compare with a total of 
399,634 units turned out in January, 1937. 

The next few weeks may see a slight slackening in the 
industry’s operations, although the week-by-week total is 
not expected to drop appreciably under the present rate. 
However, indications are that the latter part of February 
will witness an appreciable upswing in operations, pre- 
paratory to the spring selling season. 

With the rate slowed somewhat at Buick, the General 
Motors group expects to assemble around 20,953 cars and 
trucks the current week, compared with a revised total 
of 21,648 in the previous week and only 3,147 in the cor- 
responding week of last year, when sitdowns plagued GM 
plants. Chevrolet continues in the van of the GM 
divisions, with another 15,000 jobs carded for the week, 
followed by Buick with 2,613; Oldsmobile with 1,750; 
Pontiac with 1,100 and Cadillac-LaSalle with 490 units. 

Ford operations remain at near capacity with the 
entire group’s figure estimated by ADN at 20,885 for tne 
week, as against 21,685 last week and 30,000 in the same 
week of 1937. Ford will turn out about 20,200 of this 
total, with the Lincoln division accounting for 685. 

With operations approximately the same as last week, 
Chrysler divisions expect to assemble 10,575 jobs this 
week, compared with 10,530 last week and 21,700 in the 
similar week last year. Plymouth, on about three days, 
will likely get about 4,400 jobs, while Dodge figures on 
3,650 units this week. Chrysler plans 1,650 units and 
De Soto should assemble around 875 jobs this week, 
according to ADN figures. 

Hudson’s five-day schedule of 2,200 jobs continues to 
top the independent group, followed by Packard’s 1,200 
for second place. Studebaker, after completing 534 units 
last week, has bumped operations to 1,650 the current 
week on three days. Nash expects 680 on three days, 
while Bantam has 175 jobs carded on a full five-day 
week. Graham and Hupmobile continue on inventory, 
but expect to resume soon, probably next week. The 
miscellaneous group, according to ADN estimates, will 


account for roughly 5,200 units the current week.

Following written assurances from the 

GM Agrees union against wildcat strikes, General 
to Reopen Motors this week agreed to resume nego- 
UAW Parley tiations in the near future with United 
Autemobile Workers union, looking to- 

ward revision of the present contract between the two 
parties. The conferences were broken off last fall when 


UAW locals repudiated a previous written pledge against 
unauthorized strikes, made by UAW conferees, and since 
that time GM President William S. Knudsen has refused 
to re-enter negotiations until the disciplinary clauses had 
been reinstated. 

GM recently served 60-day notice on termination of 
two clauses in the supplementary agreement, signed 
April 12, concerning payment of shop stewards settling 
grievances on company time, and the number of stew- 
ards called for in various plants. UAW officials have 
also requested that GM negotiate this case. 

Meanwhile, a meeting of UAW locals in Chrysler Corp. 
plants has been called for this Saturday in Detroit, to 
consider proposals for a new contract with the corpora- 
tion. The present agreement, which ended the Chrysler 
sitdown last March, will terminate on Mar. 31. Liberali- 
zation of the clause, reading “the union will not cause 
any sit-down, stay-in or other stoppages of work in any 
plant of the corporation during the life of this contract,” 
will be sought, UAW officials declare. 

At the same time, officials of the Independent Assn. of 
Chrysler Employees announced that they would dispute 
the claim of UAW as the sole bargaining agent for 
Chrysler workers when the UAW contract expires. 

In Miami, Fla., President William Green, of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, Monday, indicated that there 
is still considerable hope for a truce with the Committee 
for Industrial Organization, and asserted that it is 
extremely doubtful that the AFL executive council, meet- 
ing in Miami this week, will oust CIO unions as indi- 
cated by previous action.

Convicted by a Madison (Wis.) federal 
jury last Saturday on Sherman anti- 
trust violations, 16 major oil companies 
and 30 topflight executives in the in- 
dustry were preparing this week to file 
motions to set aside the verdict and for a new trial. In- 
dications were that the case would be carried to the U.S. 
supreme court is necessary. 

After 111 days of arguments, the jury reached its de- 
cision Saturday morning on charges that the defendants 
conspired to raise and fix gasoline prices in 10 states dur- 
ing 1935 and 1936. The conviction carries a possible 
maximum fine of $5,000 each and the individuals also face 
possible terms of a year in prison. 

Federal Judge Patrick T. Stone declared he would set 
a date later for hearing of the defense motions and would 
delay passing of sentences until ruling on the motions. 
The date is expected to be within the next two or three 
weeks. 

The case, largest brought by the U. S. government since 
dissolution of the old Standard Oil of New Jersey trust 
25 years ago, involved charges of price-fixing in Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Minnesota, North and South Dakota, 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Missouri and Kansas.

With all but 13 states accounted for to 
date, ADN has again revised its pre- 
vious estimate on December new car 
sales downward slightly to between 
185,000 and 190,000 units. While previ- 
ously it was expected that the month’s final total would 
be close to 190,000 or above, developments since last week 
indicate that the final figure will be closer to 185,000 units, 
with the possibility it may reach the higher mark should 
states yet to report show an upswing. 

If ADN’s projection holds true, December car sales 
will register a decline of over 45 per cent from the 327,- 
053 units sold during the same month of 1936. The de- 
crease from November, 1937, however, will be only slightly 
over 5 per cent. 

The 36 states so far heard from reveal a total of 114,244 
registrations, compared with 215,674 units by the same 
states in December, 1936. 

* * * 

Based on reports from 36 states to date, 
ADN’s previous estimate of around 30,- 
000 December truck sales continues un- 
changed from the previous week. While 
this figure would represent a drop of 
about 26 per cent under the 42,162 registrations chalked 
up in December, 1936, it would mean a gain of about 20 
per cent over truck sales recorded in November, 1937, in- 
dicating a considerable strengthening of the truck market 
during December. . 

A total of 19,832 units are accounted for by the 36 
states so far reported in December, as against 27,151 
units by the same states in December, 1936.
